"It Fills a Void" 


One of the nicest pieces of public rela- 
tions that we have seen in a long time 
was Alex Bower’s recently published book 
How to Buy a Race Horse. As one of our 
colleagues said, “It fills a void.” 

Bower has been closely identified with 
horse racing for a number of years, first 
as managing editor of The Blood-Horse, 
more currently as a partner with John A. 
Bell III in the Cromwell Bloodstock 
Agency. He is a serious, single-minded, 
selfless student of racing; and he is a 
good writer, though he does not do very 
much of it any more. 

How to Buy a Race Horse is not a 
plug for Cromwell, because Bower is not 
that kind of writer. He admits, of course, 
that “the services of a reputable horse 
agency can be used to advantage,” and 
no one can quarrel with that. 

“This book was written because there 
seems to be a need for it,” Bower said in 
his foreword. “It will not be a best seller 
in the usual sense because the potential 
readership is limited, but people who 
want to know how to get into racing 
through the ownership of a horse, and 
who have but a superficial knowledge of 
the Turf, will find it answers some of the 
basic questions.” 


And indeed it does. The 58-page hand- 
book includes brief chapters on how to 
choose a trainer. how to select a horse, 
how to judge a horse’s conformation, and 
how to read a sales catalogue. It discusses 
the advantages and disadvantages of 
breeding one’s own horses, explains the 
claiming processes, treats of taxes and 
the administration of racing. 

Quite obviously, the book is not ency- 
clopedic; as we said, there are only 58 
pages. The cost is $1.95, and a newcomer 
to the sport would do well to read _ it. 
It would save both his pocketbook and his 
temper. It also might save the sport 
some valuable participants, which of 
course was what Bower was trying to do. 


Name, Please 


Race horse players are a pretty shifty 
bunch. and it will be fun watching how 
they react to the Internal Revenue Service’s 
recent directive that race tracks must 
establish the identity of anyone who cashes 
in a ticket worth as much as $600. 

For one thing, there will be fewer 
tickets sold of large denominations. For 
another, there will be an incentive now 
to save losing mutuel tickets, which of 
course are deductible so long as they do 
not exceed profits. 


There was a $1,138 pay-off in the daily 
double at Lincoln Downs the other day, 
and 16 of the 24 winners chose not to 
present themselves for payment. They 
doubtless did not wish to give their names 
and serial numbers, deciding instead to 
sleep on it before fessing up that they 
had made a haul. In their case, they might 
as well have out with it. 


The IRS directive to the tracks was 
based on a 1954 regulation requiring re- 
ports of payments of $600 or more in 
“rent, salaries, wages. premiums, annui- 
ties, compensations, remunerations, emolu- 
ments, or other fixed or determinable 
gains.” The IRS probably would have 
let well enough alone for a while longer 
if there had not been so much publicity 
given the big winners of Pix-Six and 
other games.

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GUEST EDITORIAL 


A Bettor Speaks Up About Betting 


By JEREMIAH COURTNEY 


This whole series of guest editorials is of course 
nothing more nor less than a diabolical plot on the 
part of one who shall be nameless to prove there is 
one indispensable man. Nevertheless, to give the 
Devil and his Prince Consort their due, the editors 
of this magazine are so democratic that they be- 
lieve the base of the racing business should be given 
occasional voice. A horse player accordingly speaks. 


My first thought was to pass along the hard-won 
knowledge of the crucible. Never bet a horse on the 
basis of a race in which he has broken on top and 
stayed in front all the way. Never bet a horse car- 
rying more weight than the form shows he has suc- 
cessfully handled, especially over 120. Never make 
allowances for a horse the form shows in repeated 
trouble; he has been in trouble because he doesn’t 
have what all good horses and athletes have: the 
ability to turn on the burst of speed that delivers 
from trouble. Never bet solely on the basis of a tip. 
Joe Palmer once said that every man’s hand is lifted 
against you in racing. And Joe was right. A tip 
to one is a tip to 100, knocking your odds down and 
given by few with any judgment or sense. 

Or more positively, respect the horse that drops 
in the odds if the favorite is also dropping. The 
public is bringing the favorite down; more knowing 
ones have reason to believe the second or third 
choice can pin it on the public choice. 

But second thought and reason prevailed. Every 
race-goer wants to develop his own theories at his 
own expense. Words on betting patterns designed 
to keep the “regular” alive are predestined to fall 
on deaf ears. But track managements are composed 
of wise businessmen who heed good business advice. 
Is there anything to be suggested to them from the 
lowly level of the horse player? 

Well, we start with the proposition, with which 
every sensible businessman will agree, that it is a 
fundamental mistake to assume your competitor or 
customers do not think. They do, and the competi- 
tor constantly, about you. 

Racing customers are on the whole quite knowl- 
edgeable. I have been continually surprised at the 
intelligent analyses of races that have come my un- 
intended way from a variety of sources on the 
train, in the row behind, etc. But, of course, this is 
Maryland where racing is, or has been — until the 
gangrene of multiple tracks, operating day and 
night with 9-race programs, Bonanzas and Klon- 
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dikes — a habit. Nevertheless, the suspicion lingers 
that, even at other less educated tracks, the race- 
goer is able to note and know the difference between 
a 12 per cent and 15 per cent take-out; to recognize 
that “breakage” adds to these takeouts; and that 
5- and 6-horse fields and 15 per cent plus take-outs 
yield an alarming percentage of $2.20 show returns, 
and even $2.10 returns if we may make a big bow 
in the direction of the Big A for biggest take-out. 

Q.E.D.: the racing customer thinks. One of the 
things he thinks, from time to time, is that 5 per cent 
is less than 12 per cent and still less than 15 per cent. 
Since track managements, in cozy complicity with 
benign state racing commissions, seem to have be- 
come obsessed with the idea of taking more and 
more (eventually from less and less), there must be 
some blind spot in the otherwise perceptive eyes of 
our track managements if they remain oblivious of 
the reason why the race-goer thinks 5 per cent is 
less than 15 per cent. 


This takes us to racing’s major competitors: 
baseball and football. How clean they keep their 
house! Take, for example, those 2 baseball umpires 
who, after a Baltimore gin-mill spree, were found 
and photographed in a motel in a very simple state 
of array under circumstances leading to an extortion 
effort. The umpires were immediately suspended 
and promptly requested leave of absence for the 
balance of the season, which was just as promptly 
granted. Then the pro football powers that be have 
not hesitated to publicly declaim how carefully they 
watch and investigate any sudden changes in the 
point spread, i.e., the gambling odds, on their games. 

Baseball and football managements understand 
that racing is not the only wheel in town, And what 
do the other wheels take? Only 5 per cent. Once the 
points for the football game are established, you 
can bet on A or B by giving 11 to 10. On 2 $10 bets, 
the bookmaker handles $22 of which he returns to 
the winner $21. The take is thus $1 in $22, or less 
than 5 per cent. The baseball take is the same. 

Racing’s business problem is not unique. The 
problem of all business is to broaden the customer 
base. This the businessman does by trying to hold 
his old customers while attracting the new. The 
way that racing has gone about the accomplishment 
of these objectives has certainly been unique, how- 
ever, in constantly hiking the take from its custom- 
ers and constantly widening the spread between its 
take and that of its industry competitors.

Sword Dancer in Top Form 
For Second Woodward Win

New York. There may be more hand- 
some horses in training, but it would be 
a hard thing to convince a great number 
of the New York racing public that there 
is a more thrilling horse around than 
Sword Dancer. The little red Brookmeade 
colt proved himself again when he won 
the Woodward Stakes for the second year 
in a row and received an ovation which 
sounded as though Jack Kennedy had just 
gone through South Boston. Sword Dancer 
deserved every handclap and cheer he re- 
ceived. 

The Monday before Aqueduct’s Wood- 
ward Sword Dancer was back in his Bel- 
mont barn after an unsuccessful foray to 
Atlantic City, where the 4-year-old Sun- 
glow colt had finished second to Chase 
McCoy’s T. V. Lark in the United Nations. 
Trainer Elliott Burch was not sure of 
running him back in the Woodward, but 
he wasn’t dead-set against it, either. “He 
came out of the race with a tiny nick 
on his ankle, and I want to make sure 
there isn’t any filling before I really say 
yes or no,” said the young trainer. 

A day later the decision was made to 
run Sword Dancer in the race which had 
earned him horse-of-the-year honors a year 
before. “He’s doing so well now and 
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taking an interest in everything he does. 
Mrs. Sloane feels, and I agree, that he 
certainly deserves a chance to run in the 
Woodward.” 


When it was announced that Sword 
Dancer was going to be in the 114-mile 
race. the field had 4 or 5 starters. Cain 
Hoy Stable’s Bald Eagle had been training 
for the race since winning the 11¢-mile 
Aqueduct Handicap on Labor Day. T .V. 
Lark had shipped up from Atlantic City 
with hopes of earning horse-of-the-year 
laurels in the weight-for-age event. C. 
V. Whitney’s Tompion looked like another 
3-year-old starter, though it was not sure 
if the older Dotted Swiss would be an 
entrymate. 


It was quite surprising when the names 
of 12 horses went in the box the day be- 
fore the race. Weight-for-age events are 
seldom that popular. though there should 
be more of them for the over-all benefit 
of the sport. But by post time the honey- 
moon was over. The field had been nar- 
rowed to 7. 

Sword Dancer broke alertly from an 
inside post, and was eased back by Eddie 
Arcaro. He was not eased back to last. 
as he had been in some of his races. and 
this was greatly to his advantage. Arcaro

let him run just a little bit going into the 
first turn, enough to gain the rail over 
T. V. Lark. In the United Nations he had 
stayed behind the California colt, and 
when they made their moves Sword Dancer 
had to follow T. V. Lark through the 


field, and it may have cost him that race. 


Tompion, wearing a shadow roll identi- 
cal to the one Bald Eagle wears, took the 
lead around the turn, but was being closely 
pressed by Louis Lee Haggin II’s Careless 
John and Mabel Scholz’s Warhead. In 
fourth place. outside these 3 and unable 
to get over behind a horse, was Bald Eagle 
fairly pulling Manuel Ycaza out of the 
saddle in a desire to run. 


Bill Hartack didn’t press Tompion, and 
Careless John went to the front as they 
went into the backstretch, with the other 2 
colts outside him. The first half-mile was 
in :4725, with Sword Dancer about 8 
lengths back, going just about as fast as 
he ever does for the first half. Bald Eagle 
was not content to stay off the pace and 
moved up to second in the run down the 
backstretch and into the turn, with Ycaza 
seemingly unable to do too much about 
it. 


At the half-mile-pole the race began to 
shape up. Arcaro didn’t move around the 
turn, but he made sure his horse did not 
lose ground. Then, as the turn was almost 
finished, Arcaro started to work. At first 
he seemed ready to loop the field, but 
Tompion started to bear out. Sword Dancer 
went to the rail to get past his first 
horse. then came around a tiring Warhead 
to find 3 horses in a line in front of him. 

Bald Eagle suddenly took out a bit, and 
there was room to get through if Sword 
Dancer had the speed to make up two 
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IT was a year ago, on September 26, that New 

York Thoroughbred racing enthusiast; 
were treated to one of the most stirring horse 
races of the season. Sword Dancer, benefiting 
from one of Eddie Arcaro’s most masterful rides, 
won by a head from Hillsdale, with Round Table 
nearly 2 lengths farther back. Inside Tract com- 
pleted the field. 


This race, backed up by several other top-class 
performances, was the deciding factor in the selec- 
tion of the Brookmeade Stable colt as horse of the 
year. It unquestionably lost the same honor for 
Hillsdale. 

Hillsdale, with Bobby Barrow holding him in 
strong restraint, reluctantly set the pace, and for 
most of the first mile he led favored Round Table 
by nearly a length, while Arcaro held Sword 
Dancer about 2 lengths farther back. 

The fractions were slow—:2475, :2445, :25, 
and :2544—and the spectators knew that any 
moment now the real drama would begin. Accord- 
ing to Pat O’Brien’s account in The Blood-Horse, 
it was going into the stretch turn that hell broke. 

“Round Table went after the leader, and In- 
side Tract really opened up,” O’Brien wrote. “At 


the five-sixteenths-pole Arcaro found Inside Tract 
outside him. ‘My first thought was that I was 
dead.’ Eddie said a bit after the race. ‘How did 
I let myself into this trap? was the second 
thought, but I forgot that right away, because I 
had made my mind up when we went into the 
turn that I wasn’t going to make any moves on 
the turn. That stretch is plenty long, but there I 
was in a real sweet mess.’ ” 

Arcaro played it cool to the point of the turn, 
where he checked his colt momentarily, then 
crossed him over behind Hillsdale and shot into a 
small opening on the rail. 

Hillsdale refused to give way, and it was not 
until the last 50 yards that Sword Dancer began 
to inch ahead. The New York crowd, whose emo- 
tions usually are hooked in parallel with the odds 
beard, this time broke into a vibrant cheer. 

The final time was 2:05%, with a last quarter 
as fast as the first—:24%, 

Sword Dancer, of course, carried on, and last 
week at Aqueduct he won his second Woodward, 
but one not nearly as exciting as his first. Hills- 
dale, meanwhile, was retired to A. B. Hancock 
Jr.’s Claiborne Farm, where next year he will 
serve his first mares. 
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lengths in a short space before the hole 
closed up. As Arcaro said, “I didn’t have 
to push him through, I just had to point 
him at it and he was through. It started 
to close up after we were in there, when 
Careless John came out a bit, but we 
didn’t stay in there to find out how tight 
it was.” 

Sword Dancer took the remaining steam 
out of Bald Eagle in a few strides, handled 
Careless John near the eighth-pole. and 
still had plenty left to fight off Dotted 
Swiss in the final yards. The colt was 
timed in an excellent 2:0115. and was 
drawing away from his nearest opponent in 
the last few strides. 

In the paddock before the race Mrs. 
Sloane handed something quickly to Ar- 
caro and then whispered a few words. 
The movement was noted all over, and 
both parties were questioned as to what 
had changed hands. Arcaro, it turned out. 
had been the recipient of a dried 4-leaf 
clover that had been given to Mrs. Sloane 
a few minutes earlier by 2 young strangers 
with the message. “Give it to Eddie so that 
Sword Dancer will have good luck.” 


Mrs. Sloane followed through with the 
request, but when Eddie came back he 
couldn’t find the good luck charm. “It 
was so small, when I tucked it in my shirt, 
I guess it just got lost.” . 

The power of it didn’t fade. however, 
since the 2 children who gave it to Mrs. 
Sloane on Saturday had the pleasure of 
watching one of their father’s own horses 
win on Monday when Seymour Cohen’s 
White Collar won at Belmont Park. 

Sword Dancer will probably now head 
for the $100,000 Man o’ War at Belmont 
Park on October 22 and the $100,000 
Jockey Club Gold Cup at Aqueduct a 
week later. Both are at weight-for-age. 
with the Man ec’ War at a mile and a half 
on the turf and the Gold Cup at 2 miles 
on the dirt. Neither race has closed, so 
it should be interesting to see which horses 
take a shot at the little red colt.

"He's a Doll" 


Cuicaco. During the past 3 years Mrs. 
Mary Keim, the glamorous grandmother 
from suburban Evanston, has purchased 2 
Florida-bred horses each season from the 
Rosemere Farm of Carl Rose and manager 
Elmer Heubeck Jr., near Ocala. 

From her 6 purchases Mrs. Keim has 
come up with 2 stakes winners. They are 
Indian Maid. a 4-year-old filly which has 
won stakes in each of her 3 seasons, and 
the 3-year-old colt Heroshogala, which 
annexed the $25.000-added Illinois Owners 
Handicap at Hawthorne last week for his 
first stakes victory. 

Mrs. Keim’s first purchases from Rose- 
mere, in the late fall of 1957, were Indian 
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Maid. which cost $8,000 and Sunni Wolf. 
$10.000. Sunni Wolf. a gelding, is now 
in other hands and running in low claim- 
ing races. 

The following year Mrs. Keim bought 
Heroshogala for $10,000 and the filly First 
Doe for $8.000. Late last year, she pur- 
chased Indian Verse. a half-sister to In- 
dian Maid, for $35,000. and paid $10,000 
for the yearling colt Hero’s In. First Doe. 
Indian Verse. and Hero’s In. at this 
writing. are maidens. The 2-year-olds have 
shown some promise, however. 

“I picked Indian Maid, and Paul, my 
husband, picked Sunni Wolf.” Mrs. Keim 
said. “And I also picked Heroshogala. 
while my husband liked First Doe. After 
Heroshogala started showing some prom- 
ise last year he said, ‘I’m through picking 
horses. You pick them.’ ” 

The Keims became interested in horses 
several years ago. Keim, who’s in the gen- 
eral construction business, asked a friend. 
steelman and horseman Russell L. Reine- 
man, how they should proceed. The Keims 
were bound for Florida and Hialeah Park 
on a vacation at the time. Reineman sug- 
gested they see his trainer, Phil Johnson, 
at Hialeah. Johnson (now training for 
Mrs. Keim) recommended they buy a 
yearling or 2 from Rosemere Farm. So 
the Keims made their first purchases. For 
the 6 horses the Keims paid $81.000. In- 
dian Maid has earned close to $200,000. 
Heroshogala $76.926,( and the rest several 
thousands. 

“Actually, I named him Heroshagala.” 
said Mrs. Keim, “with another ‘a’ and 
that’s how he is registered. His second dam 
is Canashagala, and he’s by Noble Hero, 
and that’s how he got his name. He’s 
closely inbred to Hyperion. I don’t know 
how or when that ‘o’ cropped out in his 
name instead of the ‘a’.” 

Mrs. Keim said of Heroshogala: “He’s 
a doll; even I could walk him. But he 
didn’t use to be that way. He used to be. 
what would you say, mannish?” 

“T think he’s still 6 months away from 
his best potential.” trainer Johnson said. 
“I didn’t take over the Keim stable until 
mid-April, but I had seen Heroshogala as 
a yearling, and liked him. I understand he 
had a shin splint as a 2-year-old and it 
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was fired, but he’s a basically sound horse 
now. He was a fleshy, heavy-bodied horse 
last year. but he’s lengthening out, and I’d 
say he stands 15:21. 

“When I took over the stable I was 
enthused over his potential, more so than 
Indian Maid even. He’s always struck me 
as a competitive horse, so we were lucky 
to make some equipment changes that 
seemed to help. He used to run in blinkers 
and a figure 8 and a tongue strap, and 
we took everything off and run him in a 
plain D bit. He’d had an inclination to 
bear out. but he got over that. Sometimes 
he’ll loaf when he gets the lead, but he’ll 
dig in when he sees another horse.” 

“Heroshogala should have won that last 
stakes he ran in.” Mrs. Keim said, “the 
Chicago Handicap.” That was a mile turf 
race in which Heroshogala finished third 
to Active Crater and Santiago, beaten a 
length for everything, after encountering 
trouble in the stretch. 

“Before this race I told Herbie (jockey 
Herberto Hinojosa), ‘You get in trouble 
today and you'll find yourself on a board 
in the morgue.’ ” 

Heroshogala had a modest record at 2, 
getting 2 firsts and 5 seconds in 15 starts, 
for earnings of $7,561. He started getting 
good at Washington Park late this spring, 
and on June 18 he ran his first “big” race. 
At odds of 28-1 and lightly weighted at 
107 pounds, he failed by a neck of catch- 
ing Run for Nurse (110) in the one-mile 
Chicagoan, run in 1:3445. In other stakes 
appearances before the Illinois Owners, 
Heroshogala finished third to Venetian 
Way in the Warren Wright, fourth to T. 
V. Lark in the Arlington Classic, third 
to T. V. Lark in the American Derby, and 
third in the Chicago Handicap. 

Highweight at 122 pounds in the Illinois 
Owners, restricted to horses owned by bona 
fide residents of the state, was Sunnyside 
Stable’s Resolved, known more for his 
prowess on the grass. The fans let him go 
off at 8.50 to 1. The 3-2 choice was Mrs. 
Priscilla D. Willis’ Little Tytus (120), 
which a week earlier had tied the world 
record of 1:4445 for 61% furlongs with a 
6-length decision over Golden Notes in 
the Midwest Handicap. Heroshogala (113) 
was third choice at 4 to 1, and William S. 
Miller’s Better Bee (117). defending cham- 
pion in the stakes, was at 4.70 to 1. 

Spring Hill Farm’s *Tudorich, an Eng- 
lish-bred 3-year-old colt which had scored 
his first U. S. victory recently, cut out a 
fast early pace. After 6 furlongs of the 

;\;-mile race he led by 2 lengths after 
being clocked in :2235. :46, and 1:0944,. 
Resolved, which had forced the pace, was 
starting to falter. Little Tytus and Hero- 
shogala were a close-up fourth and fifth. 
John Rotz, on Little Tytus, took the over- 
land route on the final bend, while 
Hinojosa cut between horses and saved 
ground with Heroshogala. 

The Keim colt nailed *Turdorich and 
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held a length lead nearing the last fur- 
long marker. Little Tytus was 2 lengths 
in front of Blossom Stable’s Pripoly, a 
25-1 shot. that had been 12th and last 
most of the way. Pripoly closed strongly 
after overcoming a lack of room in the 
early stretch, but Heroshogala hung on 
to win by 144 lengths, with Little Tytus 
another length back in third place. The 
time of 1:4124 sliced four-fifths of a sec- 
ond from a track record that the 5-year- 
old Hymient (122) had set the day before. 


“We'll try him in the Bidwill if all goes 
well.” Johnson said, “and then maybe the 
Hawthorne Gold Cup. But he’d have to 
run a big race in the Bidwill to go in the 
Cup.”

Atoll to Stud 


Atoll, a 4-year-old brown colt by *Flush- 
ing II—Coral Island, by Errard, has been 
retired from racing and sent to the Mackle 
Brothers’ farm near Lake Placid, Fla., 
where he will enter the stud next year. 

Bred by the Four Way Ranch of George 
Schneider and Cecil Haden, Atoll at 2 
won the Remsen and Myles Standish 
Stakes and finished second in the Great 
American, Cowdin. and Mayflower Stakes. 
Early in January of the colt’s 3-year-old 
year his breeders sold him for $100,000 
to Lou Chesler and the Elkcam Stable of 
Elliott, Robert. and Frank Mackle. Racing 
for his new owners, Atoll last year won 
the Swift and Gotham Stakes and the 
Lamplighter and Longport Handicaps, and 


was second in the Choice Stakes and the 
Ocean City and Benjamin Franklin Handi- 


caps. 

In his first 2 seasons Atoll won 10 races, 
and was unplaced but 4 times in a total of 
24 starts, earning $158,623. This season 
he won his first start but he returned 
lame after the Longport Handicap on 
September 22. 


Stymie, Promised Land 


Bieber-Jacobs Stables’ Stymie has _ re- 
turned to Dr. Charles E. Hagyard’s farm 
near Lexington, where he entered the stud 
in 1949 and stood until November, 1954. 
when he was sent to Dr. Frank Porter 
Miller’s Sunnyslope Farm in California. 
Stymie will stand for a fee of $1,500 for 
a live foal. 

Foaled in 1941, by Equestrian—Stop 
Watch, by On Watch, Stymie won 35 races 
and earned $918.485, and at stud sired 
9 stakes winners, including Born Rich, 
Paper Tiger. Rare Treat, and Joe Jones. 
Through 1959 he has been represented by 
385 year-starters which have earned 2.66 
times the average expectation. 

Bieber and Jacobs later this season also 
will return Promised Land, a 6-year-old son 
of Palestinian—Mahmcudess, by *Mah- 
moud, to the Hagyard farm. The horse will 
stand for a fee of $1.500 for a live foal. 
Promised Land was bred to 9 of his own- 
ers mares in 1959, and is represented by 
6 foals at the Hagyard farm. The horse 
was returned to training this year, winning 
his first start. and on September 27 he 
finished third in a 7-furlong event at Bel- 
mont Park, beaten a head by *Ole Fols 
and Weatherwise.

Filly Threat 


SypneEy. I was one of the Australians 
with some acquaintance with American 
racing who hoped that a filly, Silver 
Spoon, would win the Kentucky Derby. 
It is rare for fillies to succeed in Derbys 
in any part of the world, but on present 
form it will not surprise if the weaker 
sex triumphs in the A.J.C. Derby, to be 
run at Randwick in the near future. 

This filly is Wenona Girl, by Wilkes, 
which scored a stylish victory in the Rose- 
hill Guineas, 10 furlongs at Randwick. 
Her form has been so good that overseas 
breeders recently tried to purchase her, 
but without success. 

In the Guineas she defeated Sky High. 
(Star Kingdom) and Persian Lyric (Per- 
sian Book), full-brother to Prince Darius, 
which has never recovered from the thrash- 
ings administered by Tulloch in their 3- 
year-old days. 

Persian Lyric, winner of the Canterbury 
Guineas, was a ready-made favorite for the 
Rosehill semi-classic, but he was a dis- 
appointing third behind the filly and Sky 
High. 

Sky High’s owner, B. H. Crowley, who 
raced the champion Flight, declared after 
seeing Wenona Girl win from his colt Sky 
High that she was better even than Flight. 

It is 16 years since a filly won the A.J.C. 
Derby. That was Tea Rose, the only one of 
the sex to win the A.J.C. classic since the 
turn of the century, so the odds seem to 
be stacked against Wenona Girl, except 
that fillies of her class are few and far 
between. Already she has won £19,930 in 
prize money, and she could end the year 
as the top 3-year-old filly stakes winner in 
Australia’s history. Evening Peal, Mel- 
bourne Cup victor, holds the record for 
mares with £30,744. 

On his return to racing after a few 
months’ absence Tulloch won his 12th race 
in a row, with a narrow victory over the 
sprinter Second Earl in the weight-for-age 
Chelmsford Stakes, 9 furlongs. Fifty yards 
from home Second Earl had it sewn up, 
but after a few cuts from Sellwood’s whip 
the champion responded and bounded to 
the post. For him the distance was too 
short, just as it was considered too far 
for the sprinter he defeated. 

Trainer T. Smith considers that in the 
weight-for-age events leading up to the 
Melbourne Cup (November 1) Tulloch 
will not suffer defeat. and he believes that 
despite his 141-pound burden Tulloch will 
prove his greatness in the £25.000 Centen- 
ary Cup at Flemington.

Reducing his own track record by two-fifths of 
a second, Sword Dancer decisively won the im- 
portant weight-for-age Woodward Stakes, for the 
second consecutive year. He raced next-to-last to 
the far turn, at which point the odds-on Bald 
Eagle drew even with the pace-making Careless 
John. Entering the straight, the pace-setter again 
drew clear, Dotted Swiss ranged up on the outside 
of Bald Eagle, and Sword Dancer went into his 
drive. At mid-stretch, Careless John led Dotted 
Swiss by a half-length and Bald Eagle was in 
third place. Sword Dancer closing determinedly, 
surged between horses and quickly drew clear, 
winning by 1% lengths. Second choice, Sword 
Dancer paid $8.30. 

Sword Dancer was unplaced to Bald Eagle in 
the Widener and Gulfstream Park Handicaps and 
fourth to him in the Metropolitan Handicap. He 


won the Grey Lag Handicap, defeating First Land- 
ing, Whitley, and 8 others, and the Suburban 
Handicap, defeating First Landing, Waltz, Bald 
Eagle, and 2 others. He was unplaced in On-and- 
On’s Brooklyn Handicap, contested on a_ sloppy 
track, and in the Arlington Handicap run on a 
seft track. In his last previous effort he finished 
a strong-closing second to T. V. Lark in the 
United Nations Handicap, on September 17. 

Sword Dancer was the first stakes winner by 
Sunglow, which stands at Mereworth Farm, Lex- 
ington.

Mr. and Mrs. Paul Keim, of Evanston, Il., first 
encountered Elmer Heubeck Jr., manager of Rose- 
mere Farm, early in 1957, when they were looking 
for a couple of race horses. Mrs. Keim selected 
Indian Maid, buying her privately from Heubeck 
for $8,000, so her enthusiasm for Florida-breds, 
and particularly those bred by Heubeck, is hardly 
surprising. In the late winter of 1958 they re- 
turned to Ocala and bought 2 more horses from 
Heubeck. This time Mrs. Keim selected Herosho-

gala, which this year at 3 won the Illinois Owners 
Handicap, beating older horses in record time. 

Heroshogala raced about 5% lengths off the 
pace of *Tudorich to the final turn, took command 
in the early stretch, and won by 1% lengths. His 
time, 1:41%, was one-fifth of a second faster than 
Hymient’s record, which had been set the day 
before. Second choice, he paid $10. 

Heroshogala last year was unplaced in 4 stakes 
attempts, but earned fourth money in the Florida 
Breeders Futurity. This season he was second in 
the Chicagoan Stakes, third in the Warren Wright 
Memorial Stakes, American Derby, and Chicago 
Handicap, and fourth in the Arlington Classic.

Moving at 
A Fast Trot

Miami. Two days before the Washington- 
at-Arlington Park meeting ended in Sep- 
tember racing secretary Tommy Trotter 
received a phone call from New York. 


“T thought it was a trainer or owner 
calling about something.” Tommy said. 
“But darned if it wasn’t John Hanes.” 


Hanes. president of the New York 
Racing Association, got right to the point: 

“Tommy,” he said, “would you consider 
taking a job in New York?” 

Trotter gulped, thought it over for 
about a half-second; and replied, “I sure 
would.” 


Thus, at the age of 33, Trotter had 
reached the pinnacle of his profession, 
replacing Jimmy Kilroe as the NYRA 
racing secretary. 


Success has come fast for Tommy, but 
he has worked hard to attain it. His first 
major post had come earlier this same 
year—replacing Charles McLennan as 
racing secretary at Washington and Ar- 
lington. But he did such a competent job 
there Hanes had no compunction about 
offering him the New York position. 


“IT knew I was being considered,” 
Tommy said, “and I knew I had a shot at 
it. After all, I'd worked in New York for 
12 years. But it came as a real surprise 
—because of my age, more than anything. 

“Kilroe had contacted me after he had 
resigned in May and asked me if I was 
interested in the job. He made it clear 
that it was very indefinite, that others 
would be considered. 

“Between May and September all I 
heard was rumors, that they were going 
to hire this guy or that guy. You know 
how rumors go on the race track. You 
never have any idea where they come 
from.” 

Tommy will report to New York on 
October 1 to spend the remainder of the 
season with Kilroe. “So he can break me 
in.” 

As you might expect, Trotter is “tre- 
mendously happy” with his appointment. 

“Everything in Chicago was fine. but 
the chance to go to New York—well, it 
was a dream come true. I never had the 
vaguest idea a few years ago that it could 
happen to me. 

“It’s not going to be easy. I’m thankful 
for this year’s experience in Chicago. I’m 
going to have to work awfully hard, but 
I’m confident I can do the job.”

young man. has been in a race track en- 
vironment all his life. His father, Charles 
Hildreth (Tobe) Trotter. was a first-rate 
trainer: his grandfather, Edward Trotter. 
also was a trainer. 

“And my _ great-grandfather—I don't 
even know what his name was—was a 
trainer. too. My mother’s grandfather was 
a trainer. and my grandmother ran the 
track kitchen at Douglas Park in Louis- 
ville. 

“An uncle on my mother’s side was a 
jockey. and another uncle is a trainer now. 
That's Jimmy McGee.” 

Trotter was born in Louisville on Sep- 
tember 21, 1926. so Hanes’ call was some- 
thing of a birthday present. 

Tommy started hanging around his 
father’s barn at 8, took his first race track 
job at 18. as a clerk in the secretary’s 
office at the Fair Grounds in New Or- 
leans. 

Tommy started working under tragic 
circumstances. His father Tobe, was 1 of 
the 2 companions who disappeared on a 
fishing trip with jockey Al Snider in 
March of 1948. There were 6 men who set 
out on the trip southeast of Florida’s 
Everglades. Three of them left the larger 
boat on which they had started the trip 
and went off on a skiff. The skiff was 
found, but there was no trace of the 3 men. 
The bodies never were found. 

The main responsibility of supporting 
the mother, 2 brothers, and a sister fell 
to Tommy. 

Brother Charles was attending Notre 
Dame University; the other 2 children 
were in high school. “We wanted them 
to get their educations, so they stayed in 
school and I went to work.” 

Tommy’s first job in New York began 
that summer. as secretary to John Blanks 
Campbell, the racing secretary. 

He continued in that job, also worked 
in minor jobs at Tropical and Gulfstream 
Parks from 1948-51. In 1951 he also be- 
came secretary to the stewards (Campbell 
was presiding steward) at Hialeah, a job 
he retained through 1954. 

In 1952 Tommy started moving up. On 
loan from Belmont Park, he went to Cen- 
tennial race track in Denver and worked 
as assistant racing secretary to Jimmy 
Ross and as patrol judge. In the winter, 
he returned to Tropical. 

In 1954, again on loan from New York, 
Trotter became a placing judge at Chi- 
cago. In 1956 he was assistant racing 
secretary there to Freddie Burton, and in 
1958 he held the same post under Mc- 
Lennan. When McLennan resigned after 
the 1959 season, Trotter moved up to the 
top spot. 

Tommy has served as assistant to the 
veterinarians at Hialeah, as a timer and 
in the secretary’s office at Tropical. and, 
in his first crack at being racing secre- 
tary, at Turf Paradise in Phoenix. in 1957. 
In 1958 he was patrol judge at Tropical. 
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Tommy TROTTER 


and in 1959 he was placing judge at 
Hialeah. 

Where does he go from here? ; 

“I don’t know.” he said, grinning. “I 
guess I’ve gone about as far as I can—or 
want to. There aren’t many better jobs 
than being racing secretary in New York. 

Tommy owns a home in Miami, plans 
to retain it and have his children attend 
school there, then join him in New York 
for the summer. 

Tommy and his wife Sally were married 
in 1952. They have 4 children—Maureen, 
7; Tommy, 6; Timothy, 4; Barry, 114; 
and another baby due in February. 

“T hope it’s a girl.” 

One of the reasons Tommy is so happy 
with the job opportunity in New York 
is that it is year-round employment, and 
he no longer will have to travel from 
city to city. ¥ 

“Oh, that traveling is rough,” he said, 
“especially with a family. Easily the 
toughest thing about this business. Dad 
wanted us to stay away from the race 
track. My brothers both did; they’re sales- 
men in Miami. But once he saw I was in- 
terested he encouraged me all he could.” 

Tommy thinks the hardest aspect of the 
racing secretary's job is writing the con- 
dition books. 

“It’s impossible to please everyone, no 
matter how hard you try. And I tried 
pretty hard at Chicago this summer. If I 
couldn’t get races in one book for train- 
ers, I'd do my best to get them in the 
next one.” 

Tommy does not believe in weight ceil- 
ings. 

“T don’t think you should have them. 
With some horses. no matter how much 
you take off the horses below them, you 
can’t bring the top horse back to the field. 
Like Reund Table. . I try to give 


everyone an even break and be impartial 
about it.” 

Tommy’s other interests, aside from 
racing and his family, are fishing and 
golf (“under 100”). 

“T don’t get much chance for those, 
though. Even on Sundays I find myself 
spending most of the day working on the 
condition books.” 

Tommy’s favorite horse was Nashua, but 
he considers Citation, Tom Fool, Native 
Dancer, and Bold Ruler as the best he’s 
seen. 

As far as trainers are concerned, Tommy 
has considerable sympathy for them. 

“On the whole. and being as my father 
was a trainer. I sympathize with them and 
understand their problems. 

“At Chicago this year, the first week, 
a couple of them tried to take advantage 
of me. That first week I bucked a couple. 
After that, everything went real smooth.” 

Referring to Kilroe, Tommy said, “I 
know I’ve got some awfully big shoes to 
fill.” 

Tommy may have to wear an extra pair 
of socks for a while, but he’s odds-on to 
get the job done. 


Expansion 


Cotumsia, S. C. The Cain Hoy Stable 
of Harry F. Guggenheim was expected 
to begin construction of a 20-stall barn for 
Thoroughbreds at the Columbia Training 
Center during the week of September 
25-October 1. 

This will be the first privately owned 
barn on the South Carolina State Fair- 
grounds lot, where the winter training 
center is located. 

A barn formerly occupied by Harry Z. 
Isaacs’ Brookfield Stable has been torn 
down to make room for the new structure. 
It is understood that Brookfield, a Colum- 
bia tenant for many years, will not return 
this winter. 

The Cain Hoy barn will be built of 
pre-fabricated metal, and it will have 
wooden linings in the stalls. The building, 
with a tack room and an office, will cost 
between $18,000 and $20,000. 

The agreement between Guggenheim 
and the 3 interested local parties (the 
City of Columbia, the training stables, and 
the State Fair) provides that the Cain Hoy 
owner must pay the cost of moving the 
barn should he decide to leave the city. 

However, if present plans to build an 
auditorium-coliseum complex on the site 
of the training stables go through and it 
becomes necessary to move the training 
track, the Columbia group will pay the 
cost of moving the barn to a new training 
center. 

Frank Hampton, vice president of the 
Fair Association, said that horses would 
train on the present track for at least 3 
more winters.

Market Steady 


The Breeders’ Sales Company in 10 auc- 
tion sessions last week sold a record num- 
ber of yearlings and received a_ record 
gross. When the last yearling went through 
the ring on Friday night, September 23. 
the co-operative sales company had dis- 
posed of a total of 734 head for $1.910.000. 
The average. $2.602. was up 3.25 per cent 
over last year’s auction, when 727 head 
sold for $1.832.300 and averaged $2.520. 

The company this year had departed 
from its custom of selling yearlings, breed- 
ing stock, and race horses in one massive 
sale. For the last 3 years yearlings were 
sold each night during the race meeting, 
and before that they were sold with the 
other stock after the race meeting. These 
arrangements, however. had drawn the 
disapproval of trainers, who argued that 
they could not be away from their stables 
for so long. 

“As far as this year’s dates were con- 
cerned, I didn’t find one single person who 
objected to them.” said William S. Evans, 
general manager of the sales company. 
“I made a point of talking to as many

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horsemen as I could, and everyone thought 
we had done the right thing. 

“One of the advantages this year was 
that we could put as many as 500 horses 
on the grounds at one time, so that the 
horses were easy to look at before the 
sale. . . . Then the sellers got rid of 
their stock a month earlier, and the buy- 
ers got them a month earlier for training 
purposes. 

“We had more potential buyers on hand 
than we ever had, and I don’t know what 
the reason for this was unless it was the 
more compact dates. Of course, there was 
a small exodus on Thursday, but every 
session had a good crowd.” 

Bidding moved at a faster pace than 
ever before, and this was a deliberate plan 
of the company and its auctioneers. There 
were a few complaints about this early in 
the sale. but when buyers found that too 
much hesitation lost them an opportunity 
to make a bid they fell in with the pace. 

As indicated in the accompanying tables, 
this year’s auction fell roughly into the 
pattern of last year’s. The market was a 
bit weaker at the top. possibly because 
there were fewer attractive individuals in 
the top-price brackets, but across the 
middle there was little to distinguish be- 
tween the 2 years. For example. a bid of 
$3.500 would have taken 80 per cent of 
the yearlings offered in 1959, whereas it 
would have taken a bid of $3.700 to get 
the same number this year. In the lower 
levels, the 2 auctions were even closer. 

The market for colts was a little weaker 
this year, the average dropping from 
$3,196 in 1959 to $3,108 in 1960, but the 
filly average was higher, from $1.839 to 
$2,090. 

Evans said it was his guess that the 
board of directors would approve of the 
early fall yearling sale for 1961. 

“Til tell you one thing that never 
fails to surprise me. After selling more 
than 700 horses, I still had people call 
me Saturday morning and ask if I knew 
where they could buy some yearlings.” 

A horses-in-training sale will be held 
at Keeneland on Friday. October 21. and 
breeding stock will be sold at afternoon
